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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is figures 22-25 of US 5,572,804 (Skaja et al). However, Skaja fails to show or 
teach "the first surface and the second surface being devoid of internal connections that 
secure interior portions of the first surface to interior portions of the second surface*. 
Figure 25 of Skaja clearly show an internal connection between the first upper surface 
and the second lower surface. Applicant's invention is only connected at the periphery 
and forms the plurality of lobes as such.
